Does This Sound Too Good To Be True?

Officer, Romulus Police Department 

"Do | have a deal for you! 

"I'm involved in a business deal 
worth $25 million, but | can't put the 
money in my account. | need 25 part- 
ners so that | can spread out the money 
on this deal. Each partner will receive a 
10% service fee for his/her assistance. 

"All you need to do is send me your 
name, your bank's complete address 
and telephone number, and your bank 
account number (to which the funds will 
be remitted)." 

Does this sound too good to be 
true? That's because it Is. It's nothing 
more than a scam to get your money. 

A criminal enterprise out of Lagos, 
Nigeria, recently sent a similar offertoa 
Romulus resident. Its members, who 
claimed to be top officials with the NNPC 
(Nigerian National Petroleum Corpora- 
tion), offered her 30% of $35 million if 
she would allow them to transfer funds 
into her bank account. Of course, if they 
had obtained her account number, they 
would have withdrawn all her money. 

This type of crime is a form of mail 
fraud, and is therefore handled by U.S. 


postal inspectors. Unfortunately, the 
Nigerian government has not cooper- 
ated with our postal service's investiga- 
tion, so anyone victimized by this par- 
ticular scam would have little recourse. 

Beware of any get-rich-quick offers 
that come your way. If it sounds too 
good to be true, it's probably a scam. 

In closing, | would like to thank the 
Romulus resident who turned this letter 
over to Romulus Police Chief Charles 
Kirby, and commend her for not falling 
for this scam.

Essay Emphasizes Importance 
of Learning Foreign Languages 


Editor's note: In honor of Foreign 
Language Week (March 6-10), ‘the 
little paper" is reprinting the following 
essay — written by Kim Mientkiewicz, a 
1996 graduate of Romulus High Schoo! 
— jn order to emphasize some of the 
benefits and pleasures that can result 
from studying a second language. 

Why do | need to learn a foreign 
language? When will | ever use this? In 
high school, these always seemed to be 
popular questions. Although | may not 
have known the answer then, It is cer- 
tainly clear to me now. 

Not long ago, | had the opportunity 
to study abroad for six months at the 
Centre de Linguistique Appliquee in 
Besancon, France, along with 18 other 
students from Western Michigan Univer- 
sity. On January 1, 1999, as the plane 
door opened, | stepped out and into the 
French life, culture, andlanguage. Little 
did | know that that door was opening to 
the world! 

The first day of classes, | looked 
around the room in amazement. There 
were people from every corner of the 
world, from countries like Brazil, Kuwait, 
Chad, Australia, Japan, and Russia, 
just to name a few. We had all gathered 
there to learn French. 

In my level of classes, there were a 
few otherAmerican girls from Nebraska, 
a group of Japanese girls, and other 
students. We all seemed to have per- 
sonalities that just clicked. One night, 
the Japanese girls invited the girls from 
Nebraska and me over for dinner. They 
prepared sushi and several other tradi- 
tional Japanese dishes that were abso- 
lutely delicious. We all sat around talk- 
ing, sharing stories of what life is like in 


our respective homes. The part of this 
particular moment that really sticks out 
in my mind, though, was the brief mo- 
ment when | took a step back, looked 
around, and realized what was going on 
at that dinner table. There | was, not 
knowing a word of Japanese, and they 
didn’t know a word of English. We were 
using Our second language to commu- 
nicate. Sure, we made mistakes, per- 
haps picked a wrong vocabulary word 
or used the wrong tense of a verb, but 
we still understood one another. | never 
imagined I'd be learning about Japan 
through the French language, but | did. 

| learned a great deal of French 
culture through the language, since that 
was all that was spoken in the home. | 
lived with Maurice and Marie-Claude 
Tannier, and! could not have wished for 
a better family. Some of my best learn- 
ing experiences came from dinner-table 
conversations, weekly trips to the gro- 
cery store with Marie-Claude, or the 
long walks we'd take together through 
the countryside. There arecertain things 
in life that we can't learn from a book, 
but only from each other. |appreciate so 
much of what they gave to me and 
taught me that | could never say “merci” 
enough! 

So, why did | learn French? After 
my experience abroad, | could give you 
many wonderful reasons why. To ex- 
pand my world would best sum it up. I've 
gained a sincere appreciation and an 
even deeper curiosity for other cultures. 
And, best of all, | have lifelong friends 
and family on the other side of the world, 
and | will continue to communicate with 
them for years to come, thanks to for- 
eign-language study.

Pat Adams, Elementary Science 
Coordinator for the Romulus Commu- 
nity Schools, was a featured speaker at 
the Michigan Institute for Educational 
Management's sixth annual conference 
on classroom assessment, held in Lan- 
sing last month. 

“Pat's invitation to make a presen- 
tation at this prestigious event recog- 
nizes the Romulus school district's lead- 





ership in this area,” said Tom Dolan, 
Director of Curriculum. 

Adams has been collaborating with 
other educators to construct MEAP-like 
assessments for “off-year” grades. 

“The science portion of the Michi- 
gan Educational Assessment Program, 
or MEAP, is given to elementary and 
middle-school students in the fifth and 
eighth grades,” said Adams, “so | have 
been working with other Romulus teach- 
ers to construct model exams for our 
third-, fourth-, sixth-, and seventh-grad- 
ers in order to help them prepare for the 
real tests they’ll face in the future.” 

Adams explained that she and her 
colleagues used State “benchmarks” 
as guidelines. 

“Students have to answer both con- 
structed-response and selected-re- 
sponse (multiple choice) questions ina 
time format similar to the MEAP’s,” she 
said. “They also have to do a scientific 
investigation, compile a journal, and 
answer questions about their observa- 
tions. In the last section, students read 
a selected passage and then answer 
questions based on what they read.”

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Notaro Is Guest Speaker At 
Michigan Reading Conference 


Gretchen Notaro, a first-grade 
teacher at Halecreek Elementary, will 
give a presentation on “Working with 
Words” at the Michigan Reading Asso- 
ciation’s annual conference, slated for 
March 24—28 at Cobo Hall in Detroit. 
The presentation is based on the “Four 
Blocks” teaching process that was de- 
veloped about 10 years ago by Patricia 
Cunningham, aformerteacherin Salem, 
North Carolina. 

Four Blocks calls for equal amounts 
of time spent on four building-blocks of 
reading: 

e the meaning of words, 

¢ guided reading materials, 
e writing, 

e self-selected reading. 

Under its system, students learn 
words, how to decode them, what they 
mean, how they are pronounced, and 
how they are used in sentences. The 
study words are taken from a list of the 
most common words found on a “word 
wall.” 

According to Notaro, she begins 
with the first 100 words on the list and 
develops 150 throughout the first grade. 
Another 150 are added in the second 
grade. Students work on both guided 
and self-directed reading, as well as 
writing, using these words throughout

the process. Continual review to assure 
student retention is an important aspect 
of this instructional technique. 

The Four Blocks process allows for 
instruction that covers various learning 
styles while promoting maximum stu- 
dent achievement. “That's important,” 
Notaro says, “because students learn 
in different ways.” 

Formerly involved with the Romu- 
lus school district through a “Goals 2000” 
grant, Notaro developed a keen under- 
standing of teaching students to read. 

“| would like to help other teachers 
develop their skills for teaching reading 
because being a good reader benefits 
students in all areas of study,” she ex- 
plained. “It's very rewarding.” 

Even though Cunningham — now a 
college professor — often gives work- 
shops on her reading process, many 
Michigan teachers are still not familiar 
with it. Notaro hopes to help these teach- 
ers expand their educational resources 
through her presentation. 

“Romulus can be proud of the con- 
tributions that Gretchen will make at this 
conference,” said Tom Dolan, Director 
of Curriculum. “Her presentation will 
demonstrate the educational leadership 
that we have developed over the last 
several years.”

They say that, on St. Patrick's Day, 
everyone is Irish.
